Third- 
ly,(orona circa, which was beſtowed only upon him, which 
had ſaved a citizens life, ® though in procefle of crime it was 
alſo beſtowed upon the L.General}, if he ſpared a Roman ci- 
tizen,when he had power to kill him. It was commonly 
made ofoake; whence it was called Corona quercea., And 
this I take to be the reaſon why in Ovids time the Emperour 
had alwaiesſtanding before his gates,an oak tree in the midſt 
oftwolawrels , as an Emblem denoting two worthy yir- 
tues required in all Emperonrs and Princes;firſt,fuch where- 
by the enemie might be conquered; ſecondly , ſuch where- 
by citizens migh tbe ſaved, Vnto this Ovid ſeemeth to al- 
lude,ſpeaking of the lawrell tree, | 
P Poſtibus eAnguſtis eadem fidiſſima cuſtos 
Ante fores ſtabus nediamg, tuebere quercum. 
Fourthly, Corona Murals : 4Heeonly was honoured with 
this, which did firſt ſcale the wals, & enter firſt into theene- 
mies city, and hence this crown was put upon the circlet or 
toplike unto the battlements. Fiftly, Cro»a Caftreyfs.This 
the L:Generallbeſtowed on him, which firſt entred into the 
enimies vents ; itdid beare in it the reſemblance ofa Bul- 
wark or at leaſt of the mound , wherewith the bulwark wag 
ſtrengthned; which mound was called in Latine Yallnm , 8: 
thence the crawnit ſelfe was often qalled Vallars coroxa. 
Sixtly, Corona navali,with which he was honoured, which 
firſtentred intothe enimies ſhip in a battle upon ſea: it was 
portrayed with many ſhip-beakes called in Latine Roftra, 
* whence the crowne it ſelfe was often called {orona Ro» 
rata.
